Not a Good Boy. 

It wasn’t always so. Pat’s appar- 
ent regeneration wasn’t rapid. 

He escaped in a snowstorm in 
1929. He was recaptured five miles 
away, half dead from exposure. 
A year. later Pat pitched rocks at 


penitentiary guards during a fire |. 


which took the lives of 320 fellow 
prisoners. 

Pat’s a. grayer, quieter person 
now, still serving life for murder, 


but apparently without the mental | 
attitude which kept him on the. 


wrong side of the legal tracks two 
decades ago. The. prison hospital 
laboratory has seen to that. 

His is a story of seeming reha- 
bilitation which pins a medal on 
Ohio’s penal system, but the impor- 
tant thing to society—even above 
the change in McDermott—is his 
sputum test. 

A report prepared for publication 
in technical journals says McDer- 
mott’s method permits immediate 
use of sputum taken directly from 
the patient and colors bacilli selec- 
tively so they can be seen and read- 
ily identified. 

Accepted Procedure. 

The method now is the accepted 
procedure at the prison hospital and 
several Columbus hospitals are us- 
ing the test experimentally. 

Because Pat has no background 
of scientific education, the exact 
means which obtains the test’s ef- 
fectiveness is not yet known. The 


solutions he prepares seem to dis-. 


solve foreign matter on the test’s 
slide, but doctors still are trying to 
find out just what does happen. 

Pat is 48 now. He will come up 


for parole consideration within a. 


few moriths as a result of a new law 
which lets the Ohio pardon and pa- 
role commission commute sentences 
of first degree lifers to second de- 
gree after 20 years, making them 
eligible for paroles. 


Committee Is Making Study 


Of the Resources of U. S.’ 


WASHINGTON.— A 19-man civil- 
jan committee has launched a sur- 
vey of how far the United States 
can gd. in helping the rest of the 
world get back on its economic feet. 

Named by President Truman to 
check up on the American re- 
sources available for export, one of 
the group’s first scheduled steps 
was a meeting with Secretary of 
State Marshall.. 

The committee is under chair- 
manship of Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman. 


Its report, expected in about two | 


months, will provide the framework 
for Mr. Truman’s recommendations 
to congress on what this country 
should provide under Marshall’s 
general proposal to help those coun- 
tires. which help themselves. 

It also is expected to set a ceiling 
on how far the United States can go 
toward meeting the statements of 


need now being drafted by 16 West- 


ern Eurdpean nations under the 
Marshall plan. 


U. S. Betters ‘Dream Goal? 


Of 60 Million Civilian Jobs 


WASHINGTON. — The one-time 
“dream goal’ of 60 million civilian 
jobs has been attained—and bet- 
tered—for the first time in history. 

A census bureau report showed 
that the number of civilians with 
jobs rose to a record high of 60,- 
055,000 in June, surpassing even the 
war years. 

Combining that number with 
1,398,000 in the armed forces, it 
puts ‘the total number of Americans 


working for ‘‘pay or profit’’- at 61, - 


453,000. 

Unemployment also rose 600, 000 
to 2,555,000. This was ascribed to an 
inrush of students to the ranks of 
job-holders or job-seekers in the 
summer school recess.

Farm production goals for 1948, 
as announced by Clinton Anderson, 
secretary of agriculture, call for a 
continuation of high wartime levels 
of output in recognition of the des- 
perate world need for food and this 
nation’s ‘own increased domestic 
consumption. 

Anderson’s report, which wilh 
serve as a guide for farmers next 
year, asks for nine million acres 
more. of: cultivated and nonculti- 
vated crops than the 347. million 


acres used to produce this year’s. 


near-record total of farm commod- 
ities. : . 

Although aware of the need to 
give overworked land a rest from 
its heavy production burden of the 
past seven years, he said large do- 
mestic and foreign requirements 
dictated his decision. 

Total production next year well 
might top the record set in 1946, but 
supplies of meat, poultry, eggs and 
dairy products are destined to be 
smaller in 1948 because this year’s 
short corn crop left farmers with in- 
sufficient grain to maintain the vol- 
ume of animal products. 

Crops for which Anderson recom- 
mended increased acreages over 
this year include: Corn, 7 per cent; 
grain sorghums, 36; soybeans, 1; 
cotton, 3; potatoes, 5; oats, 2; bar- 
ley, 4, and rye, 26. He called for a. 
decrease of 3 per cent in wheat 
acreage.

There again, Rus- 
sia wants the Ruhr international- 
ized, while the U. S. will insist that 
the Germans be allowed to develop 
the industries in that area for peace- 
ful production. 


American contention is that an in- 
dustrially potent Ruhr would be the 
greatest single force to promote re- 
habilitation of Europe, and that it is 
an indispensable asset to the Mar- 
shall plan. The Russians, of course, 
opposed both to the Marshall plan 
and the democratic reconstruction 
of Europe, want desperately to es- 
tablish communism strongly in the 
Ruhr district, With a divided, inter- 
national control they could achieve 
that end.

Russians May Fight Marshall Plan With Gold 


Under a cloak of secrecy as close.

According to Dr. Charles Prince, 
specialist on Soviet Bconomic af- 
fairs, writing in the magazine

Dr. Leo Szilard, known among his 
fellow physicists as “the father of 
the atom. bomb,”’ had a few words te 


: say to Joseph Stalin concerning

In an open letter to the Soviet 
premier, Szilard, who first advanced 
the belief that the atomic bomb was 
possible within the scope of World 
War II, told Stalin that “peace can 


- yet be saved by you, yourself.”’ 
‘Admitting that many Americans 


now believe that war with Russia -is 
inevitable, the scientist proposed, in 


effect, that peace-making negotia - 
|} tions be conducted at the level of 


the people instead of through forma! 
diplomatic relations where genuine 
issues too often are obscured by 


“protocol and. face-saving. 


Szilard recommended that: 


Stalin make a series of frank 
sincere talks to the American 
people, -released simultaneously 
here and in Russia, outlining what 


eventually would become an offer 


for a postwar settlement. 


Stalin invite President Truman 

to make a similar address to 
the Soviet people to inform them of 
what the American point of view is. 

A committee be formed among 

scientists, acting as hosts, to 
gather a group of Americans from 
all walks of life to meet with similar 
groups from other nations. Purpose 
of the meetings would be to clarify 
international thought for guidance 
of the respective governments. 


Bzilard’s plan reflected. a splendid. 


idealism of the kind that is sorely 
heeded. in international relations 
now; but that it ever would be given 
serious consideration by the Soviets 
was far beyond the realm of pos- 


sibility.

Every two years, with 
one exception, a new governor took 
office. In the department of agr- 
iculture the result was a new dir- 
ector every two years with appalling 


‘yegularity. This lack of continuity 


prompted the legislature, spurred by 
farm organizations, to take the direc- 
torship out of polities and into the 
hands of a new commission. Charles 
Figy, a Kelly appointee, was re- 
named director. . 


The governor’s critics may refer to 


six minues and approved 25 minutes, him as another Don Quixote dueling 


later. That is speed! 


Observers have pointed out that 
the present..position of the governor 
is areversal of his earlier stand re- 
garding the commission. Last May 
he indicated that the corrections 
commission was one of the best in the 
land. He asked Austin H. Mac- 
Cormick, executive director of the 
Osborne Association and a noted 
penologist, to appear before a legis- 
lative ‘committee that was consi- 
dering a bill to revise the Michigan 
set-up.

SAN FRANCISCO. — Science 
| has developed a new explosive 
powerful enough to hur! steel 
cones beyond the pull of gravity 
where they will float around the 
earth forever, an astronomer 
said. 
The explosive, named penolite, 
has been a closely guarded mili- 
tary secret for seven years, ac- 
cording to Dr. .Fritz Zwicky, 
astronomer at Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servatory. 
_ Zwicky said that scientists al- 
ready have attempted to toss 
projectiles high enough to be- 
come artificial satellites like the 
moon. 

The attempts failed, but new 
experiments are being planned, 
he said. ; 

Zwicky said that if the experi- 
ments succeeded, the cones will 
become ‘‘moons’’ circling the 
earth at 200- to 600-mile aititudes 
forever.

U.S. ee 


| Birth Patter | Is Blamed by 
Expert for Condition, 
Quotes Commission. — 


WASHINGTON.—. Possibility that 
the intelligence of the American 
people is declining has been dis- 
covered by population experts. That 
this may be true is agreed to by 
some top educational leaders. 


They expect the president’s com- | 


mission on higher education to rec- 
ommend broadening of the whole 
American education system to in- 
‘crease the quality and quantity of 
national leadership. . 

But Guy Irving Burch. of the Pop- 
ulation Reference bureau, a private 
research organization, says the 
most alarming threat to intelli- 
gence is the pattern of human re- 
production. 

He quotes bureau of ‘census fig- 
ures to show that parents with the 
least mental and financial ability to 


many children as parents of highest 
intelligence and income. 
Studies in England for the royal 


suggest the number of feeble-mind- 
ed in England may double within 
50 years and that there will be only 
half as many ‘‘students of scholar- 
ship ability.” - 

Fewer Good Students. 

Dr. Francis Brown, staff associ- 
ate of the American Council on 
Education and executive secretary 
of the president’s commission, says 
he agrees with the population bu- 
reau that under present conditions 
average American intelligence 
seems to be declining. 

But he says ‘‘this -population-in- 
telligence .report does not give 
‘enough importance to the possibil- 
ity of improving intelligence by 
education. 

“Tt emphasizes the part heredity 
plays in human intelligence. It: im- 
plies that, because of the law of 
heredity, in the majority of cases a 
child will have about the same level 
of intelligence as his parents. And 
it also implies that because chil- 
dren are more numerous in the 


telligence is dropping to the’ danger 
point. 

“What it overlooks is this: Hu- 
man intelligence never has been de- 
veloped to its fullest among the 
great masses of people. No way has 
been found accurately to measure 
the ultimate capabilities of the hu- 
man mind. 

Seek More Schools. 

“There are certain physical, emo- 
tional and intellectual capacities 
that are limited by native intelli- 
gence, which is the capacity of the 
mind to learn and create. These 
capacities may be limited by he- 
redity. 

“But what happens in developing 

these inborn abilities determines 
the level of intelligence a person 
will reach. 
' “All indications are that there is 
a tremendous reserve of human in- 
telligence that never has been de- 
veloped.”’ 

As for the educational situation, 
President Truman suggested his 
commission study ways and means 
of expanding opportunities ‘‘for all 
able young people.” 

Some studies indicate this would 
mean increasing educational facili- 
ties, 
“all along the line from primary 
grades through college.”’ 

Several groups have recommend- 
ed that the federal govérnment pay 
for the college training of ‘‘the best 
high school scholars.’’ 

But opponents say this would 
create an educational ‘“‘elite’’ and 
wouldn’t substantially increase the 
nation’s reserve of top-level intelli- 
gence.
